I find this paragraph in a daily newspaper: “A 
few months since a writer died in harness, van- 
quished by disease and misery ; nevertheless, he had 
by dint of energy raised the heavy weight of obscu- 
rity. His name was Gabriel d’Antragues. Le 
Figaro published ‘Le Legs d’un Négre,’ and ‘ Les 
Diamants de la Morgue,’ by him. He had a sombre 
and quite powerful fancy, and a very prolific imagi- 
nation. Like all those who have worked hard before 
seeing their works published, Gabriel d’Entragues 
has left manuscripts to which we would direct some 
publisher’s attention. I shall not merely say to 
them they would alleviate a silent misfortune; 
this consideration has always left strangers indif- 
ferent; but Isincerely believe they would not make 
a bad speculation.” . . . M. Ernest Feydeau is at 
Trouville writing a novel for “L’Opinion Nation- 
ale.” . .. M. Robert Halt has raised a question in 
the Literary Men’s Association which has led to 
violent scenes. He has moved that censors of books 
who may be members of the Association shall re- 
sign: he insists they cannot at the same time be 
judges and accused. His resolution has been re- 
ceived with great favor by the majority of literary 
men. . . . The censors have interdicted in a musi- 
cal café a song because it contained these lines, 
which always were greeted with great applause : 

* Des vers de Lamartine, 
Et des romans de Balzac et d’Hugo.”’ 
Le Petit Moniteur has now a circulation of 300,000 
copies daily. . . . It is said a “princess who bears 
oue of the greatest historical names” recently sent 


her manuscripts to M. Sainte Beuve to get him to | 


paint her portrait with pen and ink. In her man- 
uscripts M. Sainte Beuve found his name mentioned, 
and, to his astonishment, read, that he had in a 
sycophantic manner attempted to foist his company 
into a noble mansion, but his cringing and fawning 
had been in vain; the door was slammed in his 
face. He wrote to the Princess a most ironical letter 
in his happiest style. She replied by a singularly 
embarrassed letter, and explained her awkwardness 
by some enemy’s witchcraft thrown over her. He 
has shown the correspondence to everybody, to the 
amusement of Paris. I suspect Princess Mathilde 
is the heroine of the anecdote. It is notorious that she 
receives skeptics one day of the week and ecclesi- 
astics on anotherday. The Empress is said to have 
exclaimed, upon hearing this story: “That is just 
like my dear cousin! She eats Rénan with her 
brother, and priests with her sister-in-law!” ... 
M. Jules Janin has in press a book which he began 
to write the 2d of December, 1851, the day of the 
coup d@’Etat. but which no publisher has hitherto 
dared to publish. It is entitled “ L’Interné.” 
Since the publication of the new law on the press, 
he has found a publisher. . . . M. Alex. Dumas, 
Sr., is writing a novel entitled “ Redemption.” .. . 
Messrs. Michel Lévy purchased at the death of M. 
Charles Beaudelaine all his unpublished works. 
They have since bought from his other publishers 
their contracts with him, and intend to bring out a 
complete edition with an admirable portrait. ... 

Here is M. Alex. Dumas’s last appearance in the 
public prints. He is at Havre, spending the heat 
of the summer by the sea-side. He wrote this 


| what I have written, nor to what I may write, but to 
|a@ mere magnelic reciprocity which I inspire and which 
I feel. The occult and mysterious origin of this senti- 
| ment makes it very difficult for me to express the 
gratitude I feel. Be this as it may, Havre has 
| always been one of the cities where I have felt and 
|returned with most delight and most largely the 
lexchange of this tender and fraternal affection. 
| Believe me, ete. Avex. Dumas.” 
A witty fellow says M. Dumas should be on his 
| guard, since, if he magnetizes the public in this way 
much longer, he will put it to sleep. His son, M. 
| Alex. Dumas, Jr., has published the second volume 
|of his plays, with a preface which is powerfully 
written, but painfully elaborated. He tries to ex- 
press too much, and to throw too much force into 
his style. Here is his description of literary life in 
| Paris: “Do you see that unfortunate young man 
| with a contracted face, yellow temples, grimacing 
| mouth, and wandering eyes? He was born to walk 
|free and joyous behind a plough, sowing with a 
| proud gesture the seed of the next harvest; at night 
he would have eaten by his fireside the bread 
earned during the day; each of his steps, every 
move he made would have given him livelihood { 
| Look at him in the crowded capital, pressing day 
| and night his head in both hands, kneading it and 
|'making it sweat stories, adventures, combinations 
| for a famished crowd which devours him and quits 
' him for another when it can get nothing more from 
him. That man will, for a little longer or a little 
shorter time, make Henriette marry Arthur, sur- 
prise the lover by the husband, poison this one, 
guillotine that one, and adroitly suspend the interest 
| at the end of the chapter or of the feuilleton. He, 
in succession, sells love, jealousy, tears, history, 
fun, slang, satire, morals, eulogy, insult, politics, 
| progress, sentiment, obscenity, religion, in fine 
‘copy’ from two to five sous a line, according to 
| the reader’s taste, the newspaper’s line of policy, 
jand the current of the day. When he has ex- 
| hausted his own fund, he will live on other people’s 
substance; he will rehash old comedies, furbish 
old novels, whitewash the anecdotes of past ventu- 
|ries. He will devour the libraries! he will swallow 
the quays. He must have ideas, anecdotes, mots, 
pleasure, notoriety, money. Let us make haste, 
the question is to be celebrated ; once celebrated 
'we have a market value; once with a market value 
we are rich; once rich we are free. Free! This is 
the dream of every minute, 4 dream which can 
‘never be realized! For the newspaper is in a harry; 
the theatre cannot wait; we will sit down, two of 
us, to the task ; we will be three at it; we will sit 
up all night. Where will you find strength enough? 
| We will drink coffee. Where will you find inspira- 
tion? We will drink absinthe. Go on, human 
brains! pour out pages, phrases, lines, turn a hun- 
‘dred times daily, evolve on yourself, swell like a 
Sponge, squeeze yourself like a lemon until you 
| suddenly dry, until madness shakes you like a tree 
in the fields, until paralysis supervenes, until idiocy 
comes, and death ends all.” He gives this descrip- 
tion of Mme. George Sand’s manner of life:— 
| “ It is noon, the hour when everything is visible. 
| Notice yon woman coming down the steps of her 
porch. She has under her little straw bonnet hair 


| 
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which is turning gray. She is all alone. She walks | 


quietly in the sun. She contemplates her ordinary 
horizon. She listens to nature’s vague noises. She 
amuses herself following with the eye the clonds 
which are nothing to youn. She talks with the 
gardener. She stoops to smell flowers which she 
takes good care not tocut. Shestops. She listens. 
What? She herself doesn’t know ! something which 
is not yet, and which will be one day. She sits on 
her stone bench. She does not move. She merges 
into immensity, she is plant, star, blade of grass, 
ocean, soul. She recollects. She divines. Every- 
thing you hear amid the waves she hears as well 
as you, under her dome of lilacs, and the birds and 
the storms and everything which sings, and every- 
thing which weeps, and everything which laughs. 
She wanders, observes, listens in this way, without 
exactly knowing—somnambule of the day—what 
she does; but as the shadow steals over the fields 
—like those plants which are impregnated from 
morning to night with dew and sunbeams, with 
rain and sun, and which do not open and exhale 
their perfumes except at night—at night this woman 
will restore to the world of the soul and the mind 
everything she received from the material and vi- 
sible world.’’ He then goes on to tell how, after a 


long absence from Paris, he went to the village near 


the French capital where George Sand lived. He 
asked in vain several persons: “ Which is George 
Sand’s house?’ Nobody could tell him. At last, 
he asked a woman whowas evidently quite wealthy. 
She replied : “‘George Sand? Why, ain’t she a lady 
who is in the papers?” 

M. Dumas describes his method of writing plays: 
“ My methods in writing plays are these: I write 
the piece as if the characters were living, and I give 
to them the language of familiar life. In this way 
I obtain a very firm groundwork, and places of 
great vigor. An ordinary person would look upon 
it as a rough sketch ; a practised eye would see the 
picture was finished. Add a little glazing, some) 
light, the work is complete, and harmony bursts 
forth and covers everything.” 

I end my quotations with this, his opinion of, 
rural] life, which no Frenchman has yet appreciated: | 
“T am not an adorer of nature for nature herself. | 
I confess I do not fall in ecstasy before her. On the | 
contrary, nature saddens, troubles, evaporates me. 
Solitude gives me uneasiness ; the infinite disquiets 
me. Man seems so little in her midst, he is not 
worth the trouble of observation. There he is only 
a motion like other motion, only a speck larger 
than a sheep, smaller than a mill. All I ask from | 
rural life, all the pleasures I can discover in rural | 
life are the right to walk as fast as I please, to lie at | 
length under the trees or in the stacks’ shadow, to | 
roll on hay, to row, to swim in broad streams, to 
wear a blouse, to speak only to people' who care 
nothing what I have in my brains, in fine to become 
a child again. I don’t care a bit what roof shelters | 
me, so it does shelter me, lies between a grove and | 
a river, and be differently situated from my ‘last 
summer’s abode. Therefore I have always looked | 
with horror upon the idea of possessing that ager | 
rusticus so vaunted by poets. The most enchanting 
landscape would become odious to me the moment | 
I felt rooted to it. Had I been the first man, [| 


should all alone have lost Paradise, unaided by the | 
first woman. I should have ran away from it—| 
long before the angel drove me out—to see some- | 
thing else.” 

The body of M. Cuenin, “the Swiss Béranger,”’ | 
has been found in the Aar river. It is not known | 
whether his death is the result of accident, crime, or | 
suicide. . . M. Ernest Alby is dead ; he was born in 
1809; issuing from the most respectable family of 
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Protestants of the middle class in southern France; 
his family were exiled from France in 1815. He 
began life as a St. Simonian, and became a novelist 
and newspaper writer. His most successful work 
was “Le Trompette Escoffier.” He was fond of 
writing military novels, whose scene was laid in 
Africa.

Linpsay & Buiakistox, of this city, have in press, 
and will shortly issue, “A History of the Medical 
Department of the University of Pennsylvania from 
its Foundation in 1765 to the Present Time, illus- 
trated by Sketches of the Lives of Deceased Profes- 
sors,’’ by Joseph Carson, M. D., Professor of Materia 
Medica and Pharmacy in that institution. The 
second volume of Aitken’s “ Practice” will, it is 
understood, be ready early this month. They will 
also publish, during this month, Dr. Scelberg Wells’ 
complete work on “ Diseases of the Eye, with illus- 
trations,” and Dr. Beales new volume on “ Kidney 
Diseases, with illustrations.” 

They have also issued a copious catalogue of 
their own medical publications, to which they have 
appended a classified list of all the more important 
works on medicine and the collateral sciences pub- | 
lished in the United States, and now in print. 


“ Harpger’s Pictorial History of the Great Rebellion 
in the United States,” by Alfred H. Guernsey and 
Henry M. Alden, with nearly one thousand illustra- 
tions, has now been completed in two volumes, 
quarto. This work was undertaken over five years 
ago, while the war was in its early stages, and 
before the magnitude of the contest was duly 
appreciated. At that time it was supposed that a 
few months would conclude the struggle; and the 
publishers accordingly anticipated an early con- 
clusion of the history, and calculated upon the 
possibility of its prompt issue in fortnightly 
numbers. The introductory portion did appear 
promptly, as had been anticipated; but in the 
mean time it had become apparent that the war 
would continue for years, and would only reach its 
issue after a series of campaigns extending over a 
large section of territory and over long periods of 
‘time. The publishers of this work accordingly de- 
termined to give up their original design, and after 
the introductory chapters had been concluded, 
e »mmitted the work to two gentlemen whose pro- 
fessional duties necessitated an intimate acquaint- | 
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ance with all the contemporaneous records of both 
military and political occurrences, and whose ex- 
perience as writers was a sufficient guarantee as to 
their conscientious fidelity in the performance of 
the work assigned tothem. These gentlemen have 
been engaged for five years in the preparation of 
this work, one of them devoting to it a considerable 
portion and the other nearly all of his time. The 
expense thus incurred by the publishers has been 
not less than ten thousand dollars ; and the illustra- 
tions of this history—numbering fully one thousand 
—have cost over one hundred thousand dollars. 
The materials have been carefully sifted by the 
authors, who have published nothing for which 
they could not adduce what seemed to them com- 
petent authority. Wherever it has been deemed 
necessary, the authorities have been cited, or have 
been quoted. Notes have been given’in order that 
the reader might find the corroboration of views 
offered in the text without searching the original 
documents, which, in most cases, he would find 
only after considerable difficulty. Though the 
personal convictions of the writers have been 
strongly and unwaveringly on the side of the 
Union, they have conceded equal sincerity of con- 
viction to those differing from them, however 
widely. They claim that they have written from 
a jadicial stand-point rather than from one of feel- 
ing, and have endeavored to take the position of 
the judge, of the spectator, and not that of the 
advocate or special pleader. 


Amone the works soon to be issued by Claxton, 
Remsen & Haffelfinger, of this city, will be “ South- 
ern Writers ; Biographical and Critical Sketches of 
the Living Female Writers of the South, with Ex- 
tracts from their Writings,’ by Ida Raymond. 
This volume will be looked forward to with cou- 
siderable interest. 

“ Passio Curisti” or ALBERT DureR.—J. W. Bou- 
ton, New York, will shortly issue a work of unusual 
elegance and interest. Among the collections of 
illustrations known to the world, the “ Little Pas- 
sion” of the celebrated painter and engraver, Albert 
Durer, has by universal consent been regarded as 
one of the most remarkable. It consists of thirty- 
seven wood-cuts; and complete sets of the entire 
series are excessively rare. Modern European 
editions of it exhibit defective workmanship, besides 
the absence of more or less of the plates. The new 
process of the New York Lithographing, Engraving, 
aud Printing Company has afforded an opportunity 
of presenting an edition of this work in absolute 
fac-simile. By this process, which is entirely dis- 
tinct from any of the ethods hitherto known, the 
plates are reproduced in all the bri-liancy of the 
originals; and in securing this effect the strong 
light and pure atmosphere of this country have 
given the artist an advantage which it would be 
difficult to overstate. The introductory letter-press 
will be ornamented with fac-similes of early cuts, 
initials, &c., produced by the same process on 
raised plates, and printed on the common type-press. 
The new edition of this rare and beautiful work 
of the great master of wood-engravers is quite 
limited. The plates have been destroyed, and the 
type distributed, and a considerable portion of the 
edition is now secured in England and in this 
country. The enterprise of the publisher, who de- 
serves no stinted praise for the issue of so un- 
doubted a chef-d’ceuvre of American art, is likely 
to be justified by the early exhaustion of the edi- 
tion.

Dr. Naphegyi’s work is doubtless a faithful repre- 
sentation of life and scenes in Algeria shortly sub- 
sequent to the French conquest. The principal 
merit of his style consists in his matter-of-fact way 
of presenting things to the reader. He does not seem 
to aim at literary excellence, nor is there indeed 
much of it in his descriptions, which purport only to 
reproduce in rather a literal form the scenes and 
personal experiences which he narrates. So far as 
we can judge, the journeyings here narrated took 
place about twenty years ago. 

POETRY. 

Yesterday, To-Day, and Forever: a Poem in Twelve 
Books. By Edward Henry Bickersteth, M. A. pp. 
441. New York: Robert Carter & Brothers. 

It is difficult in a few lines to properly character- 
ize this voluminous production. It certainly ex- 
hibits power of expression and boldness and fecun- 
dity of thought. Had it been written before “ Para- 
dise Lost” was written, it would have been quite re- 
markable for originality of conception. It has met 
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with much commendation from some of the English 
critics, and is, it must be confessed, a work of marked 
poetic force, though in the brief portions we have 
been able to read we confess we experienced an 
uneasy sense of oscillating between James Philip 
Bailey and John Milton.
